An Accurate Statement of the Low Ebb to 


which Bryan Sentiment has sunk 
in this city. 


[SPECIAL TO THE TOWNSMAN.] 


New York, Szpt. 8. 
Bryan enthusiasm in this city is 


steadily waning, until the interest in 
the Popocratic candidate has reached a 
low ebb. A general listlessness per- 
vades the dwindling ranks of the Free 
Silver shouters. The Bryan adherents, 
at no time numbering many thousands, 
have apparently lost all their tempor- 
ary enthusiasm. They are holding no 
large meetings, no great rallies, for 
the very excellent reason that an at- 
tempt atsuch a demonstration would 
meet with poor response. There has 
been internal disruption among the 
amateur managers at Popocratic Head- 
quarters, resultingin the dismissal of 
several of the staff and the withdrawal 
of others. At these Headquarters ever 
since the notorious mismanagement of 
the Bryan Meeting, there bas been 
the constant clash of disorganization. 
Those of the managers who still re- 
main, they consist of St. John, a clerk, 
and office-boy and a door-keeper, find 
themselves in a sorry plight, not hav- 
ing the enthusiasm of the people to 
assist and make possible the carrying 
out of their contemplated campaign 
plans. Even the Bryan and Sewall 
banner, strung across Broadway op- 
posite the Headquarters, and about 
the only Bryan banner, by the way, 
along the whole length of this great 
business thoroughfare has apparently 
showed the general chagrin. First 
the wind torea rent in one corner, 
and when this was repaired, for some 
unaccountable reason, the banner was 
furled up into a roll at one end of the 
rope. Thus it has remained for over 
a week now, ita hidden faces strangely 
indicative of the sentiment towards 
them throughout the length and 
breadth of the city. 


The statements are based on an im- 


partial and unpartisan point of view, 
only such a point of view as may be 
obtained by eschewing the more or 
less exaggerated colorings of the press, 
and making individually, a careful 
study and analysis of the situation. 
To effect this it has been necessary to 
do an immense amount of talking 
with people of widely different classes 
and occupations to obtain as it were 
a mental straw vote. After this was 
accomplished, opinions being taken 
from a variety of persons, reaching 
from a Third Avenue Cable car con- 
ductor, to a Broadway lawyer, it was 
necessary to get a clear understanding 
of the sentiments of the people col- 
lectively as in various public gatherings 
where there were circumstances in- 
ducive of any demonstration either one 
way or the other. Theatre audiences 
for many reasons offer good facilities 
for feeling the pulse of predominent 
opinion. The theatres of one portion 
of the city draw a representative popu- 
lation from that portion. The 
audience is made up of about the pro- 
portion of parties that is represented in 
the given District. In short it is an 
average lot of people that assembles 
in the play-house. Several theatres 
and roof gardens in widely different 
localities of the city have incorporated 


with the acts or parts in their programs 


exceedingly keen and severe hits 
on Bryan, and whenever these have 
been gotten off, they have been follow- 
ed by a perfect tumult of applause. 


It has been the spontaneous sort of 


applause that almost shook Madison 


Square Garden on the night of the 


great Cockran Meeting. There have 


been a few hisses, it is true, but it can 
be accurately stated that the hisses 
have been vastly in the minority, in- 
deed so much so as to hardly warrant 
mention. Thus taking the theatre 
audiences for a criterion, it can be 
fairly stated thatthe Bryan spirit is 
about dead. 

Turning to the Bryan stump speak- 
ers who are hired to nightly harangue 
the people from carts and trucks, the 
same conclusions are to be drawn. On 
last Saturday night there was one of 
these talkers at Ninth Street, and one 
at Madison Square. The man at 
Ninth Street gesticulated before not 
more than thirty men who stood 
about the speaker's cart with their 
hands in their pockets, more inquisi- 
tive than interested, and seldom ap- 
plauding with any earnestness. At 
Madison Square there was a larger 
group, at least sixty and the interest 
was there more noticeable, but it 
could not, by the utmost stretching, 
be called enthusiastic. On other nights 
there has been about the average of 
these crowds.“ 

A tour of the city’s principal busi- 
ness streets fails to disclose any num- 
ber of Bryan banners... Undoubtedly 
all the Bryan banners on Manhattan 
Island to-day, could be counted on 
one's fingers. Their absence has 
caused considerable comment. The 
contrast is made more noticeable by 
the profusion of McKinley banners. 
Every street running east and west in

A great crowd 
gathered in response to 20,000 litho- 
graphed invitations worded as follows:

An Andover Boy in Portugal. 


LisBon, PORTUGAL. 
Aug. 10, 1806. 


When we left Boston on the twenty-

third, we hada find breeze and set all 
sail as soon as we were in President 
Roads,” Mr. Brainiard, the navigator, 
taking his ‘departure’ from Boston 
Light,” and later on from “Highland 
Light,” on the Cape. This ‘departure,’ 
meaning as the name would suggest, the 
starting point, or in other words a place 
whose position on the globe is known, 
and by refereuce to which a navigator 
would shape his course. This is the 
last point whose positive position is 
known, as a thousand and one things 
might happen to his compass and sex- 
tant. Well, we were continually in oil- 
skins turning inat the close of the mid- 
watch drenched to the skin. When we 
were out a few days: the wind hauled 
abead and drove us northward just off 
Labrador. 


About the eighth of June, the wind 


freshened, the skipper taking in the 
royals, to’gallants stay sails, flying jib, 
and in fact all the light canvas, the 
breeze continued to freshen and we 
reefed the topsails. Soon we put another 
reef in the topsails and close-reefed the 
fore-sail taking the main course iv. Dur- 
ing this the ship rolled and pitched 
heavily, many things getting adrift es- 
pecially on the gun-deck where King 
Neptune played bavoc with the cook and 
his galley.“ We now had a gale upon 
us, and were obliged to heave to under 
fore storm staysail, the lower topsails, 
fore course and balance reefed spanker. 
The skipper now put out the oil bags 
but they did little or no good the wind 
still increasing. Taking the seaman’s last 
resort we ran off before the wind (under 
storm-sails) the sea running high and the 
great waves a close second. When the 
gale was at its worst my watch on deck 
happened to be the 8-12(this is the first 
night watch.) The vessel pitched terri 

bly, all the batches were loose, the 
masts swayed back and forth, (the tops 
seeming to take a turn around them- 
selves), the smoke-stack creaked and 
groaned having an immense amount of 
play. The motion of the vessel was 

something to be remembered; the lee 
scuppers were full of water, the lee 
boats rolling well under, every time we 
went into the trough the waves towered 
over us threating to break and sweep the 
deck, but each time we came out on top 
the ship behaving beautifully. The rain 
came down in torrents renewing itself at 
every peal of thunder. St. Elmo's fire 
danced from the fore to’gallant yard arm 
to the truck and after ashort time was 
succeeded by the “devil’s hoof’ kicking 
around, the fore-castle. To crown all 
this when the watch was relieved at 12 
o’clock (midnight) we go below dodging 
the pots, pans, kettles, the work-bench 
vises, the barber chair, and the steam 
whistle, picking out and claiming as our 
own, a drenched and soaking wet ham- 
mock, with the bright prospect of turn- 
ing out immediately.

We reached our first port orta, 


Fayal (one of the Azores) the ter 
part of June. This is rather a pretty 
island with well laid out land and very 
little to see. Mt Pico on Pico Island is 
just across the water but keeps itself hid, 
being behind the clouds most of the 
time, There are many pretty gardens 
here and these, together with the break- 
water which is about half finished, 
taking twenty-seven years to do this 
much, are the chief attractions. 


After a short stay we shaped our 


course for Queenstown, Ireland. We 
had a fair passage and I had the good 
fortune to see the dog stained moon“ 
and albatross of Coleridge’s Ancient 
Mariner. At Queenstown we were met 
by the harbor officials, taking a pilot 
out-side. The vessel of which he was 
skipper was the ‘‘Petrel” the very one 
which rescued the Norwegian ba:que 
the story uf which was 80 aptly told in 
the “Youth's Companion.” We anchor- 
ed or rather moored to bouy No. 4. 
The reason given for not dropping the 
anchor being I believe, — — of 
the bottom. The har! is crescent 
shaped, the channel in some parts is 
rather narrow and in coming up the har- 
bor one panses close to the city, which is 
built on a hill and is. well protected by 
solid walls of masonry. There isa great 
deal of shipping here, vessels coming in 
and going out continually, and many of 
the larger ones going up the river Lee to 
Cork. 


On my first liberty day I went by train 


to Cork and then to “Blarney Castle“ via 
the famous Irish jaunting car whose 
driver wasa real old “mick” brim full of 
Irish wit. At the end of the ride we 
paid our six pence, and went through 
the gate, Coma McCarty’s famous domi- 
cile peeking out ofthe shubbery. The 
castle is square, with towers at the cor- 
ners and sides and is kept by an old lady. 
After going through the various rooms, 
kissing the Blarney stone” which is the 
sill of one of the windows and is sup- 
ported ly iron work, we wrote our names 
in the visiting book, went through the 
dungeons and back to Cork and as our 
liberty was nearly ap we took the tram- 
way tu Queenstown. 


My next liberty day I went to Cork 


again, first taking a good look over 
Queenstown. We went up half way on 
one of the river boats, a side wheeler 
and very patriotic in color. Going up 
the river Lee we pissed many vessels 
among which was the English man-of 
war Black Prince.“ At the last stop 
we took the train or rather the tramway. 
These are very different from our cars 
being smaller and partitioned off every 
two seats. The passengers are divided in- 
to three classes first, second and thi:d 
the price of ticket governing the grade. 
This was Sunday and after going up and 
down the North and South Walks and 
the Grand Parade (these are the great 
promenades), we crossed St. Patrick’s 
bridge to Shandon Church listening to, 


“The Bells of Shandon,. 
That sound so grand on, 
The river Lee.” 
Here we met an Irish gentlemrn, an ex- 


officer. of the British navy, and with him 
we went to St. Mary's Cathedral and 
through the principal parts of the city 
taking tea at his house. One might pro- 
cure a great many silks and laces here at 
a very moderate price. The streets are 
full of fakirs selling “bog-oats” pipes 
and sprigs of shamrock, things dear to 
the eye of every Irish-man, Just as we 
were toleave the weather became stormy 
aud foggy necessitating fa day or two 
longer here. While here we lost three 
of the cadets, who had got that tired 
feeling,” jumped ship and went home on 
a Cunarder. 


After a short passage we made the port 


of Southampton, England. This is an 
extremely old town with the great walls 
and Abbeys of an early century. It is 
situated as you already know on the fa- 


mous Solent, the river spoken of in A. 
Conan Doyle’s “Micah Clark,” and is 
noted for its fine docks having the larg- 
est single graving dock in the world. It 
is also a terminus of the American Line 
Steamers St. Paul and St. Louis. 

While we were here the Paris“ the 
“New York” and the “St. Louis“ came 
in, the first two taking advantage of the 
dry-dock. Knowing many of the cadets 
some of whom were ex-Enterprise boys 
I went all through these steamers. We 
stayed at Southampton something over 
two weeks and during this time I had 
the good luck to get three days liberty, 
obtained with the understanding that I 
was to go to London. After aride of an 
hour or sol found myself at Waterloo 
station, Lunnore.“ Not knowing what 
to do we got aboard a bus“ and went 
to the Zoo.“ It is astonishing how the 
omnibuses make their way in such crowd 
ed streets.

To see the crowded highway one 
would think it impossible to make any- 
thing but leeway yet the horses jog calm- 
ly on, in here, out there, stopping when 
absolutely neccessary, and all this just 
in the nick of time. The driver doesu’t 
seem to have any particular anxiety or 
caré, asking you “‘ow you like the 
bloomin town” and paying little or no 
attention to his horses which slow-up or 
stop at his low sing-song oa“ easily 
heard obove the buzz aud hum of the 
traffic. At the street crossings, perhaps

IN HUB MARKETS. 


Butter Trade. 


Cheese Steady, With Outside Market 
Higher—Eggs and Heans Firmer- Low 
Prices For Potatoes and Apples. 


Boston, Sept. 9.—The butter situation 
presents very few new features, the con- 
ditions surrounding the market being 
about the same as for some time past. 
For the week the receipts were 21,641 
tubs and 19,802 boxes, a total weight of 
1,024,832 pounds. This is slightly in ex- 
cess of the previous week, and consider- 
ably in excess of the corresponding 
Period of last year, when the receipts 
were only 750,275 pounds. But as the 
consumption here is probably equal in 
amount to the quantity being received, 
the effect on the market of the increased 
receipts is not very apparent. 

Notwithstanding the quiet market, 
there has been no very great pressure 
to force the sale of really fine goods. 
At the same time the demand from ex- 
porters is disappointing. 

The home trade is expected to show a 
steady improvement during the present 
month. It is always better in September 
than in July and August, as with the re- 
turn of the summer vacationists more 
goods are needed by grocers and other 
retailers to supply the needs of their cus- 
tomers. The current low @ ices are also 
likely to lead to a larger consumption. 

While the prospects in this direction 
are good, it is admitted that unless for- 
eign shippers are more actively inter- 
ested it will be difficult to work supplies 
down to a point where higher prices 
would result. 

The advices from outside markets are 
not very encouraging. 

Here the outside quotation for Vermont 
and New Hampshire, extra creamery, 
was 18 cents for assorted size tubs, but 
receivers would probably have con- 
sidered an offer of 17% cents. That 
doubtless is the lowest acceptable price, 
as the trade seemed to believe that the 
demand would show up quite actively 
during the week, and that they could get 
the above prices through waiting. 

Extra northern creamery in boxes is 
held at 19 cents. 

In western creamery the principal busi- 
ness was at 16% cents for assorted sizes 
in small spruce tubs, and at 16 cents in 
large ash tubs. The lower grades have 
been quite dull, as the wants of buyers 
appear to call for the very best. 

New York and Vermont extra dairy is 
quoted at 14 cents per pound. 

At Utica 3000 boxes large are reported 
sold at 8% to 8% cents, the ruling price 
being 8% cents. Same 1800 boxes small 
sold at 7% to 8 cents; 70 boxes creamery 
butter sold at 16 cents. The market was 
K to % cents higher than one week ago. 

At Ogdensburg 1383 boxes cheese of- 
fered and 41 boxes old at 8% cents. Later 
on street at 8 11-16 cents bid, probably 
all will sell, though salesmen are holding 
for 8% cents, 

At Chicago cheese is setady at 7% to 
7% cents. . 

The New Tork special quoted that 
market higher and firm at 8% cents for 
white and colored. 

The market for cheese is steady. The 
outside markets are all higher, and ad- 
vices from nearly all points are strong. 
The demand here is only fair, but im- 
provement is looked for. New northern 
has been selling at 8 to 8% cents, with 
most holders asking the outside price, 
while twins are held at 8% cents for 
choice. 

The market for eggs rules firmer, end 
prices are higher, supplies being in good 
shape, and receipts light. For fresh 
eastern, ad high as 18 cents has been paid, 
and the range is from 17 to 18 cents, 
with nearby stock realizing 22 to 2% 
cents. Fresh Michigan sell at 16 to 16% 
cents, and western at 15% to 16 cents. 

Beans are firmer, and are in very 
good demand, with sales of marrow pea 
and medium in the range of $1 05 to $1 10 
per bushel. 

In potatoes there has been a steady, 
moderate trade, at about 46 cents per 
bushel, which is the top price for the 
best eastern. 

A liberal supply of apples makes prices 


low, and the principal business has been 


at prices ranging from 75 cents to $1 25 
per barrel. Cranberries have been sell- 
ing at $4 to $5 per barrel.

Regardless of the 
reckless misstatements of the men whe 
are seeking political advantages for 
themselves and their friends through an 
excited advocacy of the free coinage of 
silver, our present system has worked 
well and has proven itself better than any 
that preceded it, while the often tried 
and always abandoned scheme of cheap 
and dishonest money is sure, if ra- 
adopted, to hurt present conditions and 
to bring widespread ruin and suffering 
upon the people of our country. No class 
has so deep an interest in an honest and 
invariably honest currency as the labor- 
ers have. We hear an unceasing din of 
talk about the rising price of gold and a 
consequent lowering of other prices. 
They would make you believe that gold 
has increased in value and that it has 
hardened the general conditions of life 
so that it is more difficult for a man who 
has all his 

Capital In Brain and Brawa 

to live and emancipate himself from the 
or 30 years ago. Now the true test of 
any social or economic system is its tend- 
ency in relation to the amount of labor 
that the individual worker must perform 
in order to live, and the time that it will 
take him, with diligence and thrift, to 
free himself from the necessity of labor 
for the balance of his life. Or in other 
words, that a system under which a man 
may work himself out of the necessity of 
further toil in a shorter time, is better 
than a system where it will require a 
longer time, or be altogether impossible. 
Now it is p’*in to see that the two neces- 
sary elements in a system of this desir- 
able kind must be high wages and low 
prices for the necessaries of life, and 
these are just what prevail today, and 
with this miserable question of our na- 
tional integrity and honor once settled, 
we should have restored confidence and 
constant employment for all. Since 1860 
Wages have advanced, according to the 
unquestioned authority of Carroll D. 
Wright, 68 per cent, and the purchasing 
power of these wages has increased in 
addition something over 70 per cent. 

A man who earned $1 per day in 1860 
and lived upon it, and used it all up, 
would have had to work along from hand 
to mouth to the last day of his life. 

The same man, 

Working Less Hours Per Day, 

and performing the same service, could 
now earn $1.68, and if he was willing, 
for the sake of growing independent, 
to live as he did in 1860, he would need 
to spend but about 60 cents of it. Mind 
you—no man is recfuired to save his sur - 
plus; he may use it, as most people do, in 
increasing comforts of living, if he wishes 
to, but if he would become rich and in- 
dependent he must sacrifice and save. 

II 1860 heyhad to sacrifice and could not 
save. Today it is possible for him with 
self-denial to live out any single day's 
wages and to lay up nearly enough to 
take care of him for some other two days 
in the future besides. So that it is feasi- 
ble under our present system for any 
laboring man of thrifty habits, so far as 
he, individually, is concerned, if he be- 
gins to work at the age of 15, to save 
enough by the time he ie 50 to retire and

until ne is 85, even if he lived continu- 
ously upon his principal and received 
no interest. Under free coinage, wages 
would be incregsed little or nothing, 
while other prices would be nearly, if 
not quite doubled, so that the ability 
of the workingmen to save would be 
again destroyed by an increased cost 
of living, and the old time slavery of 
ceaseless toil and unending bondage 
would be restored. This matter is in- 
volved in the present political campaign, 
and every man who votes, votes either to 
keep the new conditions or to restore 
the old hopelessness of poverty. 


SOUND AND TRUE. 
Danie! Webster on the Currency. 

Sir, the very best man of all others 
who has the depest interest in a sound 
currency, who suffers most by mischiev- 
ous legisistion in inoney matters, is the 
man who earns his daily bread by his 
dally toil. A depreciated currency, sud- 
den change in prices, paper money fall- 
ing between morning and noon and fall- 
ing still lower between noon and night 
these thirgs vonstitute the very harvest 
time of speculators and of the whole race 
of those who are at once idle and crafty, 
and of that other race, too, the Catilines 
of all times, marked 80 as to be known 
forever, by one stroke of the historian’s 
pen, “those greedy of other men’s prop- 
erty and prodigal of their own.” 

Capitalists, too, may outlive such 
times; they may either prey on the earn- 
ings of labor by their cent. per cent., or 
may hoard. But thelaboring man, what 
can he hoard? Preying. on nobody. he 
becomes the prey of ail). His property 
is in his hands. His reliance, his fund, 
his productive freehold, his all. ie his 
labor. Whether he work on his own 
small capital or another's, his living is 
still earned by his industry; and when 
the money of the country becomes de- 
preciated and debased, whether it be 
adulterated coin or paper, without credit, 
that industry is robbed of its reward. 
He then labors for a country whose laws 
cheat him out of his bread. 

I would say to every owner of every 
quarter section of land in the west, I 
would say to every man in the east who 
follows his own plow, and to every me- 
chanic, artisan and laborer in every city 
in the country—I would say to every 
man, everywhere, who wishes by honest 
means to gain an honest living: Be- 
ware of wolves in sheep's clothing. Who- 
ever attempts, under whatever popular 
ery, to shake the stability of the popular 
eurrency, bring on distress in money 
matters and drive the country into the 
use of depreciated money, stabs your in - 
terests and your happthess to the heart.“

Southern Hurricane Sweeps 


Along New England's Coast. 


Extreme Danger To Shipping Summer 
Resorts Along Shore Got Outer Edge 
of It. 


Boston, Sept. 10.—The atmospheric 
disturbance that made Boston a wet and 
windy place was all on account of a pug- 
nacious hurricane, which has been look- 
ing for figit along the Atlantic coast 
since Tuesday night. It was a hurricane 
of the genuine southern brand—one of 
those quick-tempered, trouble-breeding 
things that take pleasure in unroofing 
houses, tearing down wires and scaring 
people. 

The center of the hurricane has been 
many miles out at sea, while the western 
fringe of it has swept the coast. This 
was good fortune for the shore dwell- 
ers, but it means trouble for the ships 
within 1000 miles of the New England 
coast. The storm is said to be 400 miles 
in diameter, and is of that peculiar kind 
which is most dangerous to vessels out 
of port. Even in the harbors along the 
New England coast anchored crafts suf- 
fered a great deal, although they were 
under the outer edge of the storm. 

The storm, while not as severe as 
some that have visited the coast at this 
season of the year, is, nevertheless, a 
typical tropical hurricane, but as its 
course from the Bahamas to Block isl- 
and has been well out to sea, an accurate 
prediction of its arrival here was hardly 
possible. The storm increased consider- 
ably in energy as it came up the coast, 
and made itself felt here at an early hour 
yesterday morning, when the wind began 
piping up from the eastward. By 10 
a. m. the wind had attained the velocity 
of a gale, and the authorities at Wash- 
ington ordered up the dreaded hurricane 
signal at noon, so that two red flags, 
with black centers, are flying from every 
signal display station from Block isl- 
and to Eastport. : 

Rain began falling about noon yester- 
day, and has continued, with but little 
intermission, ever since, furnishing an 
amount of water which will materially 
help the local water supply. 

Reports from along the shore show that 
the storm is a severe one. Block island, 
as usual, reported the highest wind 
velocity—76 miles an hour—while at Nan- 
tucket it was almost as high. Com- 
munication with the latter island was, 
however, cut off late yesterday after- 
noon, and as the wires are down on the 
cape nothing has been heard from either 
direction since 3 o’clock. The great 
height of the tide warned many of the 
cottagers alongshore of what might be 
expected, so that not a few living in the 
low and exposed places abandoned their 
summer homes yesterday afternoon.

The tide at 
Nantasket at midnight was one of the 
highest seen for years, and many of the 
booths and bath houses alongshore have 
been washed away. 

The harbor is well filled with storm- 
bound vessels, and although a number 
of coastwise ‘steamers for southern 
ports ran bravely out into the storm, 
those for the eastward have discreetly 


stayed inside, among the latter being 


the Leyland liner Victoria. At 10: 
p. m., the local weather bureau received’ 
a special dispatch from Washington, to 
the effect that the storm off the Massa- 
Chusetts coast had increased in violence, 
and directed the local observer to warn 
shipping. . 

Reports of wrecks are, happily, few, 
but a dispatch from Newport, R. L, 
states that the Helen F. Whitten of 


‘Gloucester, one of the finest vessels of |’ 
the fishing feet, missed stays, while try- 


ing to make harbor yesterday afternoon, 
and was blown onthe rocks. The crew 
of 18 men were taken off with.a breeches 
buoy, while the schooner péunded her 
bottom out, and will undoubtedly prove 
a total loss. 

The wind along the Rhode Island 
coast is blowing a gale, and the sea is 
tremendous, A fishing schooner went 
ashore off Point Judith late last night, 
and was wrecked in the breakers, The 
crew of nine men being rescued by a 

steamer. 

Along the north shore, especially at 
Cape Ann, the gale is very severe, and 
Ipswich bay is white with foam. There 
is a large fleet of storm-bound vessels 
in Gloucester harbor. 

At 7 o'clock last night the steamer 
Nantasket, on her way from Boston to 
Nantasket, was blown ashore on the 
flats at World’s End, Weir river. Help 
was summoned from Boston, and it is 
thought she can be floated without dam- 
age. The gale will probably subside 
goon, but in the meantime there is every 
prospect that it will prove memorable, 
as far as destructiveness goes.
